The Secretary and his daughters met 
the President on his arrival, and joined 
with the assemblage in extending him « 
hearty welcome. 

The President delivered a brief c4- 
dress to the townspeople, in which he 
thanked them for their greeting. 
then entered Secretary Hays launch, 
Nomad, and steamed to the Fells. 

New Hampehires arms were open 
today in readiness to receive the Pres- 
ident. Long before he was awake «a 
committee representing the Governor, 
boarded the train. The welcome they 
extended to him on behalf of the State 
was magnified later in the day in emall 
towns through which the train parsed, 
and at Nashua, Manchester, The Weirs 
and Concord, although the day was 
replete with the miscarriage of arrange- 
ments. At The Weirs, where a Grand 
Army reunion was being held, the peo- 
ple, in the excess of their desire to ac- 
cord the ta Gtting reception, 
came near causing a crush which might 
resutted? 

As tt was, the President was for a 
time in the midst of a howling. surg- 
ing mass, and was all but carried off 
his feet. Bo inadequate were the police 
arrangements that the crowd had entire 
control of the situation, much re- 
let was expressed when the President, 
after having reviewed the veterans, 
was escorted into the hotel for lunch- 
eon. Here the carefully-iaid plans for 
the entertainment went astray, lunch- 
eon being finally served through the 
gallantry of the Governors staff, who 
turned in and acted as walters. 

The t's speech at the park, 
where the veterans were gathered, was 
most favorably received. As in the case 
of the Bangor speech he admonished 
his hearers to remain still and not to 
shove. A great crurh occurred at Con- 
cord as the train was pulling out, and 
for a time ft was feared people would 
be hurt.
